NEW YOBK, April 19.—Capt Freder- 


ick Rodger*, U. B. S., who will com- 
mand the patrol division of the naval 
review on April 87 in the harbor and 
on days prior and subsequent to the 
arrival of the Columbus caravels, the 
escorting American and foreign war 
•hips, ha* prepared his instructions 
which are made public this morning 
for the first time for the officers par- 
ticipating in those events. 


As now definitely planned (and from 


this there may be no deviation) the pa- 
trol division will be comprised of four 
subdivisions as follows: 


First—Six New York tugs; two army 


tugs and three lighthouse tenders. 


Second—Twenty hired tugs. 
Thiid—Four revenue cutters. 
Fourth—Seventy naval reserve tugs. 
The duty of the patrol division will 


begin April 25 on the arrival of the 
foreign and American fleets which will 
anchor below the Narrow*. All the 
craft of the first division except the 
two army tugs and all those of the 
third division will be on duty the Brat 
day. 


The war ships will steam up by the 


bay and anchor In the North river on 
April !!0. The entire patrol guard, ex- 
cept the fourth division, comprising 
the naval reserve, will be on duty the 
second day. The review will take 
pi ace on April 47. President Cleveland, 
ns admiral of the American navy, will 
go on board of the Dolphin that morn- 
ing, and as he crosses the gang-plank 
his flag will be broken from the main 
truck, the drums will sound a ruffle 
and the marines will present arms. 
AH tho tugs comprising the patrol di- 
vision will be on duty on this occasion. 


President Cleveland on the Dolphin, 


and the guests on the other vessels, 
will then review the fleet by steaming 
up between the two columns and an- 
choring to the northward of them. 
The review terminates when the presi- 
dent's flag is hauled down on .board 
the Dolphin. 


Then the officer in command of the 


patrol subdivision nearest to the place 
where the president will land, proba- 
bly Ninety-fifth street will see that the 
boat conveying him Is properly pro- 
tected. Capt Rodgers gives instruc- 
tions as to the command of boats, 
uniform of officers and men and details 
of etiquette. 


Every vessel of the patrol division 


•will carry the navy guard flag at the 
fore or in tho bow. None will be 
dressed without flags, but the distinc- 
tive flags of each subdivision may be 
shown. At no time during the review 
or at the reception of the vessels will 
a salute be given by the boats of the 
patrol division and none will be re- 
turned 


TELEGRAPHIC NOTES. 


NKW YORK, April 18.—This has been 


a day of receptions for his grace, the 
duke de Veragua, and his party. Th* 
programme prepared upon the arrival 
of (Christopher Columbus' descendant 
called for two official receptions, one in 
the morning and the other in the after- 
noon. Everything vus carried out as 
planned. The duke and his party re- 
ceived a number of the representative 
citi/cns of New York, belonging to the 
chamber of commerce, historical society 
anil geographical society, at the Wal- 
dorf hotel, yesterday afternoon. The 
reception took the usual form. 


No sooner had the duke retired from 


the reception than he prepared for the 
afternoon reception, which took place 
in the governor's room of the City hall, 
where he met the mayor, the common 
council, the citizens' committee of 100, 
and prominent residents fortunate 
enough to secure admittance. 


The governor's room in the City hall 


was decorated with American, Spanish 
and Italian flags. The persons who 
were presented to the ducal party as- 
sembled in a room to the left of the 
governor's room, and passed out In 
front of the party In a single file. City 
hall park was packed with people to 
see the duke. 


When the ducal party and their es- 


corts arrived at the City hall they 
found the place packed with people. 
Police lines were drawn and the dis- 
tinguished visitors were conducted to 
the governor's room. Tho duke was 
escorted up the stairs of the City hall 
by Oen. Porter, and next came the mar- 
quis with Commander Dickens. Then 
followed the other members of the com- 
pany. The parties were received by 
Mayor dilroy. The mayor In greeting 
the iluke said: 
"I have heretofore had the pleasure 


of welcoming you informally to the 
hospitality of the city of New York, 
and -also of bestowing upon yon the 
freedom of the city on the occasion of 
your arrival here, and I have now the 
pleasure of again extending to you 
formally the freedom of the elty and 
the good wishes and hospitality of the 
great metropolis. We are mindful of 
the object of your visit to our shore*. 
We honor you, not alone because of 
your personal presence among u*. but 
because of the line of descendant* to 
which you have the honor to belong." 


The mayor then formally tendered 


the freedom of the city to the duke. 
The duke, in replying to the mayor, 
Bald: "In the moment of preaentlng 
my respects to the city of New York, I 
wish to express the feeling to my heart 
for the honor of being received in this 
house and In the midst of so many 
relics that remind mo ol the origin of 
this country."

Had he been will- 
ing to take the oath of allegiance to 
France he could have entered the dip- 
lomatic service of thaticountry. Mr. 
Riddle is also master of flve languages 
besides his native tongue.

pointment was made wholly upon the 
record presented by the papers filed in 
support of his application.
